away that intollerable pain in the Belly, called the 1liacothe head, 


paſſio,carries awaySalt humours inſenſibly,and all ſurfeits from 
intemperance of Dyet or Drink,cures the third day Ague, and 
the HeRick Feaver,. and brings forth congeiled blond, and 
ſpeedily heals inward Ulcers and Wounds; further, faith he , 
all Diſeaſes proceeding either from heat or cold, this Medi. 
cine doth by an occult property heal. 

Having formerly ſeriouſly conſidered of theſe Authours, I 
find Yau Helmont in the 626. page, not only to find fault 
with the preparation of Paracelſuz, but alſo not to ſeem to 
folloiy or allow his own middle way, as hz calls it ; but ſaith, 
that it is beſt prepared by a Difſolvent. Now of Diflolvents 
there is two, according to his and Paracel/us Deftria;the great 
Difſolvent,as they call it, is the A/zaheft, of what it is made 
of, or how, neither mention, The otner is the volatile Salt 
of Tartar, volatiſed with Spirit of Wine, of which Yaz 
Helmont gives a large account , where he ſayes that in unit- 
ing the Spirit of Wine with thz .Salt of Tartar, that of - 
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Pint of Aqua-v:r4,is made half an Otince of Medicine,the ret 
in the Conjunction ts converted into his own El:ment of 
Water ; and faith he, that which is done with the volatile 
Salt of Tartar,'s equal to that which is done with the Alkaheſft, 
onely this, that the Alkaheft is ſeparated from the Medicine 
by Diftilling , ard the volatile Salt of Tartar remains united 
to the Medicine : Noyv Crell::4 his tartarifyed Spirit of Wine 
ſhould be that volatile Salt of Tartar, and I ſhould like his 
preparation was his Oyle of Sulphur left out, for that is an 
Albortive in Philoſophy, and ſome other ſmall errors he hath 
there, in which my paper will not now give me leave to ſpeak 
of, for I am tyed to two ſheets : I thall now tell you how 
I prepare it, and what virtues I have found by it in this term 
of years ſince 1 was Maſter of it; my way is this, R, Myrch , 
Alloes, Saffron, of each four Ounces, bruſe the Myrrh and 
Alloes, and put them into a boult head, with the Saffron, poure 
thereon a pint and half of volatile Salt of Tartar, volatified 
with ſpirit of Wine, according to Helmont , which he and 
Paracelſus call circulates minor, ſet itin an aſh Furnace, with 
a gentle heat till thz ingredients be fully difſolved, and the 
bitterneſs and gummouineſs be fully gone,a ferv eatthly fectes 
will remain in the bottom, which ſeparate and keep the ſpirit 
foruſe. This Elix:r thus prepared, will in colour reſemble 
the pure ſound Arterial blood of a Healthy man,and in ſmell 
and taſte will be very pleaſant,in which the Myrrh and Saffron 
will plainly appear, only their bitternzſs will be gone, and 
in ſtead thzreof a pure fragrancy remaining. This Medicine 
thus prepared,is that which I have had experience of for ſome 
years, for which I owe etzrnal thanks and praiſe to Almighty 
God : for had I not had this, (though I have many others 
by which I have performed many excellent cures) yet for all 
them, I had not been here to have writ this, for in the height 
of the Sickne(s in Augaft 1665. I was taken witha Lethar- 
oy with that violence, that for the ſpace of ſeven dayes I could 


_ take nothing but drink, my drink was ſometimes Sack , and 


ſometimes Ale ; ſometimes I was ſenſeleſs for many hours 
together, and when I recovered my ſenſes a little, I did _

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dig,” then to apply onely that Oyntment called V-gnentum 
Apoſtelorum , and any Playlter to keep the Lint that the un- 
SUCNt Was on to the Sore, and to take daily this Medicine in- 
wardly, according as I ſhall afterwarddireR. So doing they 
have been perfecily cured by Gods afliſtance and th's Medi- 
cine, and never troubled any Chyrurgion, though ſometimes 
there hath come forth a large Core, Neither is this Medicine 
onely for this Diſeaſe , as the Authors mention and my own 
experience have found , for the greateſt part of my PraQice 
hath been this many years, and is to this day, in thoſe Diſtem- 
pers which are by the common Phyſfitians accounted uncure- 
able, andI have wrought and (till do on many other ingre- 
dients both Vigetables, Minerals, and Metals, and yet 11 all 
of them, I could never findneither fo ſafe, nor ſo ſpeedily 
effeRual a Medicine, as this one which being of a Solar nature 
{that is cordial) that as the Sun by his Beams removes all

take the Diſeaſes of the Head not yet mentioned. The Diſeaſe of 
the hzad called 7 tan, which is th2 Subliming of an offenfive 
matter in the Brain,as whereby the ſenſes are ſuddenly ſuppreſt, 
one Doſe of this Medicine brings the party to their ſenſes pre- 
ſently, and being taken night and morning according to order 
quickly rids them totally of ſo unwelcome a gueſt.

Which want of know- 
ledge many after repent when ir 1s too late, I had rather any 
Child of mine took Mercury, then half its weight in. Opium , 
for I can ſpeak by experience of what I have ſeen in Children 
whom Ihave ſeen after they were born,& what-thzy are brought 
to by thiserror, Next, in the middle Belly that is-incident to. 
the Palpitation of the heart, and fainting fits, from a wind con. 
tained inthe Arteries , for which this Medicine is a preſent 
help. As for the Tabes, a Conſumption from a corruption of 
humour alwayes-accompanyed with a Cough, this Diſeaſe flyes

Stomach, and what he eats diſgeſts well with himz and I que- 
ſtion not but he will ſuddenly bave no more. need of my help. 
There happens many times a windineſs in the Pleara, that is a 
$kin within the Ribs near the Heart, which by delayes proves 
dangerous,alwayes coming with a difficulty of breathing,which 
is by this Medicine removed preſently , and by taking of it 
three or four dayes together , is fully cured ; the windineſs of 
th Stomach is preſently expelled by it, 

Thz Scurvy, a Diſcale ſeldome taken notice of by people till 
their Teeth drop out, or a Drophe followes them , or the 
Jandies; and then what will they not do to be cured. They 
chat have any of the three, or two of them, or all the three, 
let them rake this Medicine and it will rid them of their grief: 
but obſerve alwayes, the more Diſeaſe is plicated,the longer is 
required for to continue the taking thereof. Always obſerve, fixt 
Diſeaſes require the longer for the removing, and are for 
the moſt part in leis danger of death. Many are the Diſeaſes 
incident to th2 lower Belly, as the Spleen, cauſing either a 
pain in the fide or ſometimes ſending up vapours into the head, 
cauſing unquiet {leep, makes thoſe that are troubled therewith 
to be peeviſh, produces Melancholy, it being the ſeat and re- 
ceptacle of Melancholy. He or ſhe that takes this Medicine 
ſhall find a pain and tearing near the Spleen after an evacua-. 
tion of much Wind dawnward , the Spleen being ſo near the 
Hypocondriacks, that ſeldome one is well and the other ob- 
ftruced, but commonly both together. I had a patient near fix 
years agoe, that was ina deep Melancholy , that if he ſee any 
one laugh would be very angry : alwayes he defired this Medi- 
cine , after he had once taken of it, though he had others by: 
I have cured many Melancholly people, but by the 
taking this Medicine when the obſtruions opened, he broke 
ſo much wind backwards, that the neighbour at the next houſe 
wondred what noiſe that was; and after that, he was cured in 
a little time.

Carry 1t to \what part of the world they will, and keep the Claſs 
cloſe ſtopped, it thall not loſe any thing of its virtues ; for 
n-ither the heat of theSummer,nor coldelt froſt that is, wil take 
any more impreſſion on it then on a tone : That which will not 
preſerve it ſelf,cannot help to preſerve another: Thoſe that have 
the Muther-fits, if they take but a doſe of this when they find 
the Fit a coming, 1t will preventit. All ſorts of Fluxes is by 
this Medicine cured, ſometimes a Looſneſs and Vomiting is 
Ccauied by reaſon of a cake of Worms, which is alwayes accom- 
panyed with much Flegm : this Medicine breaks the bed 
of Worms, and leaves the Patient fully recovered, though 
few but have therewith a ſtrong Feaver, which is cured 
alſo. Theres a Diſeaſe which is called Lypas Phlegmaton , 
but by many fooliſhly taken for the Dropſie Tympanines , the 
Belly being ſwelled to a great bigneſs, by reaſon of a cake of 
congealed flegm. 1 had this Spring a Gentlewoman of near 50 
years in this Diſtemper, and taking this Medicine three weeks 
or a month, found little alteration, but then did begin to be 
looſe, voiding much flegm ; the next day ſhe vomitted and was

and alwayes in making water he had a great ſmarting in that 
place, after, as well as before the irregular paſſage of the Urin 
was topped; yet I could find no Medicine that he found fo 
much 900d by:but in ſhort time he was by this perfeRly cured, 
without the leaſt obſtruction in making water, although it 
brought away much mattery ſubſtance during the time any thing 
of corruption remained there. The ſymptoms by which you may 
know the Ulcer in the Bladder or the neck of the ſame , are a 
pricking pain after making water in the end of the yard in men, 
and in woman in the paſſzge of Urin: ſometimes there comes 
away a mattery ſubſtance with the Urin, ſometimes like hairs 
will appear in the Urin, ſometimes both, ſometimes a ſmarr-

accord : the Patient taking this Medicine daily till they were 
fully healed , after hath continued well many years, and I 
queſtion not but molt ſores may be {fo healed, and the moſt 
venomelt of Ulcers, Cancers, &c. may be made by the taking 
of it more apt to heal, for as they do proceed from 
a venomous humour, ſo this Medicine doth expel the greateſt 
of venoms, For when I have been by accident in Mineral 
fumes that will poyſon any man to continue in, I have taken 
no other Antidote again{t them. I confeſs I never tryed it 
againſt poyſons, but do verily believe, it will molt potently 
expelt any ſort of poyſons, it will io ſpeedily remove 
peracute Diſeaſes : the Drophie will flye before this Medicine 
for the Liver being freed from obſtructions and the Urinary- 
paſſage, nature will do the reſt, unleſs it be accompanyed with 
a Coniumption, and thn there is but ſmall hopes of a cure, 
The Piles, a dittemper much following Melancholy people,and 
oftentimes that ſort called the blind Piles, which alwayes 
with a vehement pain and burning, as though fire was in the 
place, by the taking of this Medicine, it doth much mitigate 
the pain and by degrees takes it fully away, but doth not fully 
ſtop the bleeding Piles, for that is the fink of body, and 
wonld be much injurious, Ruptures called Broken Bellies, 
which proceed from wind or water, this Medicine doth ſpee- 
dily take away. A Rupture,isa wind in the lower Bowels cauſ- 
ing an extention of the Peritoueums, and in men and boys the 
Bowels extending the Kall,ſo- that they fall into the Scrotam or 
Cod ; and the obſtrutions of the Bowels being removed , the 
Diſtemper hath no place to lurk in, I have had them that have 
had this diftemper ſome years , and thn I have cauſed them 
to wear a Trufſe ; and I ſhall alwayes chooſe a Steel-Trifle 
before any other, it being well made and fitted. Bnt what 
need I ſpend ſo much time and paper in mentioning particu- 
lars ; ſince there is no Diſeaſe that I have met with, but this 
Medicine will cure: for I find that the obſtructions being open- 
ed and the parts [trengthened, there can remain not any thing 
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of a Diſeaſe in any part of the body. Now I ſhall dice how 

I alwayes order the taking of it, my advice is to take it Night 

and Morning in a glaſs of Sack, and faſt one hour after , but 

not longer, In the morning, the quantity to a ftrong body, 
threeſcore drops,to a Child new born ſix drops,to one of a year 

old ten drops, of four years old twenty, and to one of twelve 

years old forty ; alwayes obſerving that ſome are as ſtrong at 

fix years, as others at ten, and then the doſe is to be accord- 

inz. Thoſe that take it againſt Infetions, need not take 

above twenty drops, and only in the morning, unleſs they go 

where infected people are, and then it is neceſlary to take it 

as often as they come where danger is. Sometimes it will be 

n2ecful for thoſe that have the infe&ion, and have had it a day lf they 

or tivo before they take it for them, then to take it four times **t* - one 
a day, in the-morning, and at ten before noon, and at four wp - ia 
afternoon, and at night. Thoſe that are taken either with Plu- payw 
rifie , Quinke, or any other peracute Diſeaſe, let them take though but 
it ſo ſoon as the Diſeaſe appears, and if the firft Doſe doth tle good. 
not move it to their minds , then let them take it again two 

hours after; alwayes putting themſelves into bed ſo ſoon as 

th2y have taken it ; and if they be dry, let them drink as much 

drink.as they will in reaſon defire; but alwayes I forbid them 

ſmall beer : it being of a crude quality requires the more con- 

coction, and ſo hinders the operation of the Medicine ; but 

thoſe thit are not lovers of ftrong beer, let them mix Sack 

with their ſmall beer, and they will find that the leſs quantity 

of drink will allay their drynels : I omitted in my preparation 

to tell you that my Tartar that I make my Salt of is red, ac- 

cording to Raymund Lulley in his Teſtamenta nova , where 

he teachzs the making of the Mercenary of the Philoſophers: 

Now a word or tivo to my Brother Tyro, let me adviie thee 

when thou goeſt about any Chymical preparation, firſt to learn 

to know the three-fold Salt in nature, the thre2-fold Sulphur, 

and the three fold Mercury ; and the ſympathy and antipathy 

in them; their ſeparation and union ; and the cauſe of their not 

uniting the degrees of heat and cold required for their putrefa- 

ction: underſtand theſe , and then thou mayeſt be in hopes of 

accom- 
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accompliſhing ſome part of- thy defire : for if thou faileſt in * 
any'e&f them , thou wilt loſe -iny Jabour. 

+ Amord to thole thai take this Medicin?: beſo e they take it, 
ler them ſeriouſly confider whether they can have patience-in 
fix'd Diſeaſes, to continue the taking of it, as in old fertted 
Griefs will be required, and if they cannot, I detire them to 
let it alone: if they will take it, then let them in the firlt place 
defire. a bleſſing from God on it, and then queſtionleſs 

- they thall obtain-their deſire ; and having obtained their defice, 
_ let them return ſinks to God for it ; alwayes concluding they 

_ thatreceive any thing of good, and not giving thanks to Cod 
for it, do but rob God. # For order in dyet, let the Patient eat

I coulg eafily prove it Inimical to 
nature: but I ſay no more leſt Mr, Whiteaker raile againſt me, 
as he doth againſt Van Helmoat for ſpeaking truth,
